NEWARK'S HEALTH -- 1953 


THE CITY OF NEWARK CONTINUED TO ENJOY ANOTHER YEAR OF GOOD HEALTH DURING 1953, 
WITH EXCELLENT HEALTH RATES (BOTH TUBERCULOSIS AND INFANT MORTALITY WERE LOUEST EVER) 
AND FREEDOM FROM PREVALENCE OF ANY MAJOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. ALTHOUGH WE ARE PROUD OF 
OUR HEALTH PROGRAM AND ITS RESULTS, CONSIDERABLE CREDIT 18 DUE THE COOPERATION OF THE 
GENERAL PUBLIC AND THE MEDICAL PROFESSION AS WELL AS MANY PRIVATE AGENCIES WORKING WITH US, 


THERE WERE 5359 TOTAL DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES INCLUDING 998 NON-RESIDENT DEATHS 
(MOSTLY IN NEWARK HOSPITALS), BASEO ON AN ESTIMATED POPULATION ОҒ 440,000, THIS GIVES 
А CRUDE MORTALITY RATE OF 12,2 PER THOUSAND, A SLIGHT INCREASE OVER THE ELEVEN-YEAR NOR= 
UAL OF 11.6 BUT SLIGHTLY BELOW 1952. THE INCREASES WERE LARGELY DEGENERATIVE DISEASES 
MOSTLY IN THE OLDER AGE BRACKETS, FOR EXAMPLE, ORGANIC HEART DEATHS INCREASED 106 AND 
CANCER 39, THE REDUCTION WAS MAINLY IN TUBERCULOSIS, A DROP OF 55. 


THERE WERE 14,116 BIRTHS OR A CRUDE RATE OF 32.1 PER THOUSAND, OR APPROXI= 
MATELY THE SAME AS 1952 АМО NOT MUCH BELOW THE RECORD HIGH OF 33.1 IN 1947. THE BIRTH

18 AN INCREASE OF 106 OVER THE PREVIOUS YEAR, THERE SEEMS LITTLE DOUBT THAT THE CON- 
TINUOUS INCREASE IN HEART DISEASE MORTALITY IS LARGELY DUE TO INCREASED LIFE SPAN. 
FOR INSTANCE, 1,087 OF THE HEART DEATHS, OR 558 WERE OVER 65 YEARS OF AGE. HYSTERIA 
AND WORRY, NATURALLY, CONTRIBUTE AS THIS CAUSE REACHED ITS PEAK WITH 663 IN 1918 AND

DURING THE YEAR 204 APPLICATIONS WERE FILED FOR LICENSES TO CONDUCT LAUNDRIES, 
LAUNDERETTES, CLEANING AND DYEING ESTABLISHMENTS, ETC. INSPECTIONS RESULTED IN 3 BEING 
REJECTED, AMENDMENT TO THAT SECTION OF THE ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO LICENSING, NECESSITATED 
THE REFUNDING OF FEES AND CANCELLATION OF 75 APPLICATIONS. THE LATTER WERE APPLICATIONS

The CONTAGIOUS DISEASE DIVISION SUPERVISES THE CONTROL AND PREVENTION OF COM- 
MUNICABLE DISEASES, EXCEPTING VENEREAL AND TUBERCULOSIS, THIS YEAR MAS BEEN OUTSTANDING 
N THE TOTAL OF DISEASES HAS DROPPED MORE THAN 9,000 CASES, THIS TREMENDOUS DE- 
CREASE 15 DUE PRIMARILY ТО THE DROP IN MEASLES FROM 11,090 ТО 262 IN 1953. GERMAN 
EASLES LIKEWISE DROPPED FROM 2418 TO 458, Маму OF THE OTHER DISEASES HAVE ЗНОИМ SOME 
DECREASES BUT CHICKENPOX WAS NOTABLE IN THAT IT DOUBLED OVER THE PREVIOUS YEAR, OR 3,065, 
7,586 IN 1953. OF THE LESS COMMON DISEASES, lENINGICOCCAL MENINGITIS INCREASED FROM 10 
TO 18, AND INFANTILE PARALYSIS FROM 29 TO 34. HOWEVER, NEWARK HAS FEWER CASES OF POLIO

CONDEMNATION OF CONSIDERABLE FOODSTUFFS AS A RESULT OF BACTERIOLOGICAL ANALYSIS, THIS 
МАЗ DUE TO SEVERAL SUSPICIOUS FOOD POISONING CASES WHICH IN OUR OPINION RESULTED FROM

R FOOD HANDLER LECTURE COURSES WHICH ARE NOW COMPULSORY WERE AGAIN ATTEND

COMPULSORY COURSE REPLACED, IN 1952, THE PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF FOOD HANDLERS. IY

TION OR OF PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH IN COOPERATION WITH THE U, S. PUBLIC HEALTH 
SERVICE, CONDUCTED A COURSE IN THIS CITY ON RODENT, FLY AND INSECT CONTROL, THE ENTIRE 
INSPECTIONAL STAFF OF THE ПЕРАВТМЕМТ ATTENDED THIS COURSE AND RECEIVED CERTIFICATES FOR 
ATTENDING ALL LECTURES. THE MATERIAL AND INFORMATION AND KNOWLEDGE OBTAINED WILL BE OF 
CONSIDERABLE VALUE TO THEM IN THEIR PUBLIC HEALTH WORK. 


IN THE LATTER PART OF THE YEAR, REPRESENTATIVES OF OUR DEPARTMENT TOGETHER

LOCAL DEPARTMENTS MET FREQUENTLY AND HAVE PREPARED A PROGRAM TO ESTABLISH UNIFORM 
METHODS OF MILK, PLANT AND DAIRY INSPECTION CONTROL WORK, THAT COMMITTEE ALSO 15

HANOLERS WE FOUND VERY FEW UNSUSPECTED SYPHILIS CASES AND THEY HAD ALL REACHED THE NON- 
INFEGTIQUS STAGE, AND PRACTICALLY NO UNSUSPECTED TUBERCULOSIS CASES IN 1952, THEREFORE,

PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS, 


THE PHYSICIANS, AND THE NURSING STAFF WHO ARE ASSIGNED TO THE SCHOOL DIVISION 
WORK COOPERATIVELY WITH THE FAMILIES, THE SCHOOL PERSONNEL, FAMILY PHYSICIANS АНО DEN=
